have bean aold In tliia country, and 
llie book is Hiill copyrlplit proDcrty 
In saying' this I iiiako no invnliona 
cuinparlsoii between Scott and Dick- 
ens. 1 luay. indeed, bja.|u error in 
sunpasing the ciroulaltoii UfWavcr- 
ly to have been leia. As it is o|)«u 
lo any bookseller to issue ^ii oll's nov- 
els, it would be ditlliuilt lo arrive at a 
correct number. Olir object is aiiu- 
ply to ahow wliat has been liie circu- 
lation Of. a popular novel in Qroat 
Britain'. The circniallon outside the 
lioma murket ha* been probably aa 
great— perhaps greater, aa Ainerloau 
reauera are more numerous than tlie 
Kiiglish' Among the millions of 
Uiose into whoso bands those iiun- 
dh|d|Of|thOutaiids ol volumes iiavu 
nilleii, 'there can hardly be one wlio 
has not received soinii lesson IVoiii 
what he lias read. It may be that 
niait\ dissent from the ntude of tell- 
ing whici. Diola-na adopted in bis 
stories, that tiiey are IndilTerent lo 
liio-siorlea themaelvea, that they 
ijuesiion the taste, and rali°tt> Ittteresi 
tlieuiaelves In the ineloiirainalir liici- 
deilt-S and iDiiiatiintl cIiaractL'is which 
it WHS his duliglil 10 portray. All that 
has no bearing on the issue whloii 
tve now ntloinpt to raise, ^iie leach- 
ing of which we are speaking la not. 
Inalructlon as to laste, or art— is not 
instruclion as lo style or literary ex- 
cellnice. liy siicli los^mis as Dickens 
taught will the young man learn to 
be honest or dishonest, noble or igno- 
ble? Will the girl learn to be mod- 
est or brazon-fteccd f Will greed be 
(>iigetidered, and tslf-indulgenco? 
Will a taste for vicious pleasure bo 
created? Will iho young ol either 
sex be taught to think it is a grai -1 
tiling to throw off the couTenllon: \ 
rules whinh the Wisdom of the world 
ha* aaiabilshed for its guidance, or 
will they unconaoionsiy learn fram 
the author's pages to recognize the 
tact that happiness is t;i be obtained 
by obeying, and not by running 
counter to tite'prlnelpal* of moqility ? 
Let memory run back for a few mo- 
menta over those stories, and it will 
fail to fliid an immodest gfri who lias 
been made alliiriiiglo feninlo reailers, 
or an lll-eoiidllioned yoiilh whoaeoa- 
reor a lad would bo tempted to envy.

*iquaw wliosc liiiiiil he seek-;, where 
lie is left (or loiu days. Il .-lie tails, 
to leeil and water llie horse during 
that lime the master is Ifjeeteii, but 
il she accepts his offer she grooni.s 
and kindly cares for the horse, ami 
then ' ties him to the wigwam of Iter 
lover, as much as to say, "1 am will- 
ing tu be your slave and do your work" 
At the marriage tliu sages and sachems 
meet together, and the bride ia nut 
nnirsqnontty loaded with forty tn 
lilty pounds bf silver or copper Iriiik 
eta.
